RACE TO FINISH BIG WARSHIPS
NOW RAPIDLYNEARINGTHE END

Entire Country Watching Contest Between Government
and Private Yards to See Which Will

Comnlcte Work First.
(from Our Regular Corroi-pondent.)

WASHINGTON, D. C. September 17.·--
As tho work on tho battleship's Connecti¬
cut and Louisiana-grows neater the An»

Islilng point, tho raco thai |« on betwonn
them assumes moro nnd more tho char¬
acteristics of an eynlash finish In a hotly
contested borgo rnce. The stake that Is

up Is a big one, nnd the spectators
are the thousands throughout the cltll-
Ir.ed world who are Interested In plotters
pertaining to nnvnl architecture. / ,

As hns been told before. Congress "want¬
ed to decide whether a warship could be

built more advantageously ' by private
contrnct or by tbe government llsclf. To

do this It decided to put one out by pri¬
vate contract and the other by a govern¬
ment navy yard. Tho New York navy

yard was assigned tho task of building the
Connecticut'and'tho Newport News Ship- j
building' Company was awarded the con¬

tract to build tho Louisiana, It was

understood that there wus to bo a race

from the first, nnd both sides settled down
to mnke the host showing possible, For
a while It looked as If the Llulslana '

would be finished away ahead of thn·

Connecticut, It was launched iirst and
had a splendid lead. Then tho Coniicq-
tlcut began making gains, and about four
months ago It had overtaken and passed
the Louisiana. Since then tho raco ??p?

been neck and neck, first one vessel being
ahead und then the other. Each monthly
roport of the Bureau of Construction and
Repair has shown a very close contest.
Last month the Connecticut was In the.

lead, having taken the place o'. tho Louis¬
iana during tho work preceding1 the Issu¬

ance of tbe monthly statement. At that
time the Connectuclt was 83.67 per cent,

completed, nnd tho Louisiana ¿2.ui per

font., or nearly ono per cent. Since then

the builders of the Louisiana have gotten
very busy, and have taken the lead away

from the Connecticut again, and length¬
ened It very considerably In their own
behalf since the Inst monthly statement
was given out. The now statement, Is¬
sued to-day, shown that on Ute first day
of September the Louisiana wus SfUU
per cent, completed and tho Connecticut
MI.15 per cent. The wY-rk on the Con¬
necticut progressed 2.18 por cent, during
the month of August, nnd that oil tho
Louisiana. 3.5!) per cent. .Thl« shows Unit
tbo Louisiana gained 1.11 per cent, on the
Connecticut during the montji, or, In othor
words, Hint one and ? half times as much
work was done on the Louisiana a« was

done on tlio Connecticut. At that ratio
the Louisiana would win out by a con¬

siderable margin. But It Is not «ufo to
predict Unit this will be done. The out¬
come will be in doubt until the very gnd,
nnd OVen thon It will refluiré the,nnalysln
of naval experts and the trying out of
the boats themselves to toll Just whnt
the net result will bo.
Thoro Is much at stake In the contest.

If the result of It shall show that the,
government can build Its own battleship«
more advantageously than tho privalo
contractors could do, there is little room
to doubt that hereafter thoro would bo
more and more vessels bulli by tho gov¬
ernment, and Just that many less by
private contract, Union labor Is Inter¬
ested In tho outcome, a.« the government
navy yards are 'essentially conducted on

open shop principles.
If tho result of the contest shall bo to

the advantage of the government navy
yards, thero Is overy probability that tho
Norfolk navy yard will In tho future get
somo more work than It Is now getting.
Mr. Maynard has been trying for some

years to get several new Jobs for the Nor¬
folk yard. Ho would likely hnvo suc¬

ceeded In having tho Connecticut built
there but for the fact that the yard was

not sufllclontly equipped for the work.

TO OUST LEWIS?

Growing Impression in Washing¬
ton That This is the

Case.

HENRY MAY SUCCEED HAY

Curious Condition in Both Re¬

publican and Democratic
Ranks.

(From Our Regular Correspondent.)
WASHINGTON, D.' C. Sept.- 17.-The

Impression seems to be growing that the

Slcmps would bo glad to throw Judge
Lewis overboard and run the State Re¬

publican machino without suggestion or

help from the candidate, either now

or hereafter. The acceptance of the res¬

ignation of Judgo Lewis as district at¬

torney looks as If he will be out en¬

tirely when tlte campaign ends and Air.
Swanson Is seen to havo thirty thou¬

sand majority. Several A'lrglnla Repub¬
licans seen hero in the past week have
expressed the opinion that it was the
desire of tho Stamps torid themselves
of Lewis and run the State without
help or suggestion from anybody.
It Is regarded as likely, however, that

the President has his mind made ud

to take care ot Judge Lewie, though not

by appointing him to: an office ln A'lr¬
glnla, possibly, for It does not apponi·
thut there Is anything left down there
that the judge would have. Air. Roose¬
velt is believed to be'determined to give
Judgo Lewis some appointment In AVosh-
ington or In the foreign service.

It is believed the Stamps would be

glad enough to hnvo the Judge taken
from A'lrglnla. They do not like any¬
thing resembling a division of power.

The cuestión of rato regulation Is be¬
ing met by tho railroads with reduc¬
tion In rares, according to a rullroau
man of this city, who pays close atten¬
tion to railway ¡affairs all otfer the
country, as well ns to legislation pro¬
posed for tho fixing of «charges by tho
national government through a commis¬
sion. The Groat Northern has reduced
grain rates from one-half to Ilvo cents,
according to distance, and, at tho samo

time, hns advanced the Avnges of om-

ployes. Other ronds of tho Northwest
hnvo followed the examplo of tlio Great
Northern, and the farmers are now hav¬
ing tholr grain moved .moro cheaply than
In a long time, it is said there hnvo
been severnl lnstnnces of reduction In
rates during tho post two or three
months, which lend color to tho rc*ort
that tho roads, will meet agitation for
rato legislation with general reduction
In charges ull over tho country.
But, It is believed the roads feel so

sure there will not bo any law pussed
which will seriously affect them that
I hero will not be any very great changes
In rates. The roads havo uoen making
a formidable campaign against such le'gls-
lntlon over slnco tho adjournment ot
Congress hist spring. A press bureau has
been nialntnlned In New York nnd liter¬
ature arguing against,a law to give thn
government tho power to fix frelRht und
passenger charges has been scattered all
over the country. It: Is said this lias litici
a marked effect. In addition, men em¬

ployed In tho legal and advertising de¬

partments of tlio big roads havo been
constituted press agents and thoy fi_ve
dono their work well, Tho sentiment
against railroad legislation, uccordÎni" to

tho railroad men, will not bo so strong
as it waa last winter,

If this be Uno, the chances for anything
llko a radical loglslntlon are slim. AVith
such a strong sentiment In favor of'th.
enactment of g law to regulate rate,
last year, tho sole result was thn pas¬
sage of tho l.sch-Townsoiui ml! through
tho House, nnd l-e Senato never took
any action at all. The hill passed by the
House of Representatives was but a

makeshift, which would not have afforded
scarcely any relief whatever to the skip¬

per, It .Is Impossible to forecast the
character of the legislation at tho coming,
session with anything llko accuracy until
tho attltudo of the President on tho sub-
Jest us developed In h|s annual nicssugo,

Fairbanks, Shaw,
Taft, Root. all. aro being talked of by the
Republicans as a candidate three. years
hence. The Democrats have no man ot
pre-eminence. v:.In tho party snvo Sir.
Bryan. Mayor Dunne, of Chicago, and
ex-Muyor Caçter Harrison, of that city,
have been mentioned by soveral Demo¬
cratic papers In connection with tho
Democratic nomination. It frould be
most surprising If either captured it. A
Southern man might be, nominated; It
Is regarded os a foregone Conclusion that
a Southern Democrat will bo placed on

the ticket.

cans, In splto of statements to tho con¬

trary, have considerable taste on tho
stage.

No truly great artist ever
failed turning to the lyrical stage.
Poor Field for Opera Comique.
